train while en route from Boston to 
.Washington.

serious, but they believed his strong 
vitality and will power would assist 
materially in a partial recovery at 
least from the attack.

Madison. Wis., April 29.—An effect- 


ual corrupt practices law is proposed 
by the assembly committee on privil- 
eges and elections, and was introduc- 
ed in the assembly'' yesterday1 after- 
noon with the report that'the com- 
mittee had had it under considera- 
tion and recommended its passage. It 
is the result of efforts on the part of 
certain members to repeal :the law 
requiring candidates for office to file 
with the register of deeds itemized, 
statements showing tlieir expenses in 
campaigning for election. 
This law 


has become practically a dead letter, 
comparatively 
few 
candidates com- 


plying with its provisions. Members 
proposed therefore, to repeal it- en- 
tirely because they declared it was 
of no use. 
Such repealing measures 


have been Wiled by the legislature 
on the. argument that the 'law is a 
good one in principle and that it is 
wiser to strengthen the present stat- 
ute so as to make it effective rather 
than remove it. entirely' from the stat- 
ute books. 
The new hill proposes to 


accomplish this by requiring that aft- 
er the time for filing 'the expense ac- 
counts has elapsed a list of all who 
have failed to comply shall be pub- 
lished and directing the prosecuting 
officer to have the, delinquents ar- 
rested and punished. 
The 'bill also 


prohibits any 
successful 
candidate 


from qualifying for the office to which. 
he has been elected until he has 
complied with the laws.

KILLING COWS AT STRONG FARM 


REVEALSSHOCKING CONDITION 


SOME IN THE LAST STAGES 


And Some of 
the Worst Affected 


Animals Looked Perfectly Healthy 


When Killed. 


Conditions among the cattle on the 


Strong farm near Beloil were worse 
than had been dreamed. The inquiry 
by Prof. H. L. Russell, state bacter- 
iologist, who made demonstrations at 
the killing of the tuberculous cattle, 
developed the fact that the disease 
has existed among the herd for years. 
While few cattle have been sold from 
the farm to add to other dairy Herds 
it is quite possible that the infection 
has been 
carried 
to 
neighboring 


farms and that many cattle in the 
vicinity of Bcloit have contracted ihe 
disease. Then again, this may1 be the 
only,, herd affected. 


' 
To Inspect Herds 


To make sure that no other herds 


supplying milU to the people of Be- 
loit are suffering from the same dis- 
ease, the city will probably take ac- 
(tion; compelling all farmers supply- 
ing Beloit dealers with mills to have 
their cows inspected by a competent 
veterinary. 
Several 
milkmen 
who 


own their own cows have staled that 
they -would have the test made with- 
out waiting for any order from the 
city. 


Crowd Sees Killing 


.The slaughter oT the cattle drew 


nearly a hundred spectators to the 


. Strong farm. Among them were med- 


ical men from Bcloit and Jnnesville, 
students and professors from Bcloit 
college and farmers from 
the 
sur- 


rounding country, as well as sorcral 
luisinoss and professional men from 
Beloit. 
The condemned cattle were 


taken out three at a time to the place 
of slaughter, several rods north of 
the barns where a long', deep trench 
had been dug ac the edge of 
the 


woods to receive 
their 
carcasses. 


State Veterinarian E. D. Roberts act- 
ed as 'the executioner, shooting the 
animals 
with 
a 
revolver, 
j Their 


(throats were then cut and the hides 
were taken off. 


The Demonstration 


While this process was being car- 


ried on Dr. Roberts conducted the 
post mortem and Prof. Russell made 
demonstrations. 
The first animal 


killed-was found to bo quite badly af- 
fected, both the lungs and liver be- 
ing thoroughly permeated 
with the 


tubercles. 
Another animal that 
ap- 


peared outwardly to be in the worst 
slagcs of the disease was but little 
affected. 'Still another cow that had 
appeared to be the least affected of 
any in the herd, showed at the post 
mortem as bad a condition as any 
hilled. 


Only a Yearling 


One of the animals killed was a 


yearling that had the appearance o? 
being perfectly healthy. 
It. •• was 


•foundV •however;-"'that its pharyngal 
glands were affected, 
showing 
the 


disease in its. first stages. This came 
from the girms in the feed trough, 
said Prof. Russell. One cow had tub- 
erculosis of ;the udder in a virulent 
form and the milk from such an ani- 
mal the state bacteriologist pointed 
out could not help but be diseased. 


To Ward Off Infection 


Plenty of fresh air and sunlight,
